Over $250,000 in 
grants available to 
Morgan farmers 

County Ag Development Council 
offers two 50/50 cost share programs 



The Morgan County Agricul- 
tural Development Council will 
concurrently offer two different 
grant programs for Morgan 
County farmers. Both grants re- 
quire a 50/50 match. 

The first grant from the Ken- 
tucky Agricultural Development 
Board is the KARE (Kentucky 
Agricultural Relief Effort) pro- 
gram which totals $78,230. The 
purpose of this program is to off- 
set losses from last year’s late 
freeze and subsequent drought. 
Items covered have been deemed 
beneficial as a precautionary and/ 
or recovery expense relative to 
weather related events. 

Eighteen different item cat- 
egories are being offered and in- 
clude on-farm ponds, water 
hookup to municipal lines for 
farm use, forage/pasture develop- 
ment (seed, lime, fertilizer), fenc- 
ing, shade cloth, feeding equip- 
ment and crop insurance premi- 
ums. This opportunity is avail- 
able to all farmers with a Farm 
Serial Number. 

The second grant is the reoc- 
curring Morgan County Agricul- 
tural Development Council Ag 
Menu programs. This year’s to- 
tal is $180,688 from the master 
tobacco settlement funds. Model 
programs to be offered this year 
are Sorghum Production, Cattle 
Handling Facilities, Hay Storage 
and Hay Handling. Hay Handling 



is new this year and will cover 
equipment such as spears, scis- 
sor jacks, forks and flat bed trail- 
ers with brakes. 

To be eligible for this grant, 
applicants must provide a Farm 
Serial Number and demonstrate 
dependence on tobacco income 
either by being a current tobacco 
producer or by having partici- 
pated in a buyout agreement. 
Sons or daughters of parent(s) 
who meet the above requirement 
are also eligible. 

Applications for both grant 
programs will be made available 
at the Morgan County Extension 
office, county judge’s office and 
various farm stores starting Fri- 
day, June 27, and must be re- 
turned postmarked by Monday, 
July 14. 

County Extension Agent Sa- 
rah Fannin-Holliday and local Ag 
Board members will be hosting 
informational meetings to further 
explain these programs after ap- 
plications are made available. 
These meetings will be held: 

Saturday, June 28, at 8:30 a.m. 
at the Morgan County Extension 
Office. 

Monday, June 30, at 6:30 p.m. 
at the Blackwater Fire Depart- 
ment.

WASHINGTON, DC.— U.S. 
Rep. Harold “Hal” Rogers (Ky.- 
5th) announced this week that the 
Federal Aviation Administration 
is awarding nearly $55,000 to 
enhance runway safety at the 
West Liberty Airport in Morgan 
County. 

The funding will be used to 
conduct an environmental as- 
sessment to expand the safety 
area - a key first step in 
reconfiguring the runway to en- 
hance safety during take-offs and 
landings. 

“Investing in regional airports 
makes available additional 
modes of travel,” said Rogers. 
“Economic development de- 
pends on a safe and reliable 
transportation infrastructure.” 

As a senior member of the 
House Appropriations Commit- 
tee, Rogers works to provide 
funding for important initiatives 
in the fifth Congressional dis- 
trict.

The third 
prong fitted into a grounded outlet completes the grounded system & protects 
you against current from defective appliances & equipment. 

Inspect overloaded wiring. Additional wiring may be needed to handle 
increased electrical loads; whenever toasters or heaters are slow, lights dim 
or TV picture temporarily shrinks.

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Critical Mess Over Iran 

New Report Says Next President May 
Face Early Decision On Pledge To 
Deny Iran A Nuclear Weapon 



Both John McCain and 
Barack Obama say Iran must 
not be allowed to make an 
atomic bomb. Whomever wins 
in November may need to act 
on this pledge early in his 
presidency. A new UN report 
cites “serious” concerns about 
“possible military dimensions” 
to Iran’s nuclear programs. 

The latest report from the 
International Atomic Energy 
Agency is extraordinarily 
tough. The IAEA isn’t known 
to exaggerate and even openly 
opposed the Bush 
administration’s tough and 
sometimes threatening talk 
against Iran. Up to now, the 
United Nations agency has 
largely given Iran the benefit 
of the doubt about its claim 
that this petroleum-rich coun- 
try simply seeks a new energy 
source. 

But evidence of Iran’s in- 
tent is reaching critical mass, 
compounded by its secrecy in 
dealing with the IAEA, not to 
mention direct threats against 
Israel and pretensions to domi- 
nate the Middle East in the 
name of a flagging Shiite revo- 
lution. 

For the U.S. presidential 
campaign, the issue of a 
nuclearized Iran should be as 
hot as withdrawal from Iraq. 

The Islamic nation’s 
nuclear intent has become 
clearer as it adds more power- 
ful centrifuges to enrich ura- 
nium — in defiance of three 
resolutions of the United Na- 
tions Security Council. Many 
experts say it could make 
enough fissile material for a 
bomb by late 2009. 

The IAEA found : substan- 
tial parts of the centrifuge com- 
ponents were manufactured in 
the workshops of the Defense 
Industries Organization.” It 
also describes evidence of 
detonators, testing systems, 
and missile configurations that 
can only go with a nuclear 
weapon. So much for last 
year’s estimate by U.S. spy 



agencies that Iran suspended 
its weapons program in 2003. 

If all that isn’t enough to 
persuade Russia and China to 
help ratchet up UN sanctions 
on Iran, then there’s more. A 
report last week by the Lon- 
don-based International Insti- 
tute for Strategic Studies found 
that Iran’s nuclear threat has 
already helped create a danger- 
ous ricochet with a surge 
among Iran’s rivals in the re- 
gion to develop a nuclear-en- 
ergy capacity. 

As of 2007, 13 Middle East- 
ern nations were on board the 
atomic train. The report stated, 
“What they want is the human 
and technical infrastructure as- 
sociated with nuclear-energy 
programs in order to provide a 
counterbalance to Iran, both 
laying the ground for a pos- 
sible future security hedge, and 
bestowing national prestige in 
the context of historic rival- 
ries.” 

The authors of this report 
note that Tehran has never 
asked for a U.S. guarantee not 
to attack Iran. Iran’s nuclear 
program is probably driven 
largely by its revolutionary and 
historic compulsion for influ- 
ence over the region’s Mus- 
lims. Yet an American security 
offer is often suggested by 
those in the U.S. who believe 
Iran can be talked down from 
developing a bomb. 

In 2006, the West offered 
Iran a generous and face-sav- 
ing way to obtain nuclear en- 
ergy if it ended its 
weaponization drive. Iran’s re- 
jection of that offer has only 
helped forge world opinion 
against it, bringing on tougher 
sanctions and widening splits 
between its hard-line and mod- 
erate conservatives. 

The U.S. presidential can- 
didates should be demanding 
that the U.N. tighten the sanc- 
tions now. That might save the 
next president from taking 
tougher action later.

The Morgan County UNITE 
(Unlawful Narcotics Investiga- 
tion Treatment and Education) 
Coalition conducted a meeting on 
Tuesday, June 3, to promote its 
Neighbors UNITED program to 
combat crime and drugs in local 
communities following several 
burglaries throughout the county 
in recent months. 

UNITE Coalitions Coordina- 
tor Alisha Baldridge, of Floyd 
County, said the program fosters 
concerned, caring and committed 
communities. 

“The goal of Neighbors 
UNITED is to get neighborhoods 
back to the way they used to be,” 
Baldridge said. “Kind of like it 
was on The Andy Griffith Show - 
when everyone actually knew 
who their neighbors were and 
watched out for each other.” 

Neighbors UNITED seeks to 
create SECURE (Safe Educated 
Communities Uniting Residents 
Everywhere) localities through 
meetings and activities to re-es- 
tablish neighborhood pride and 
communication. 

According to UNITE’s 
website, Neighbors UNITED ob- 
jectives include: 

• Enabling children to play 
outside without fear. 

• Creating safe havens for 
children of working parents. 

• Assisting in caring for eld- 
erly neighbors. 

• Creating a network to watch 
out for neighbors’ property. 

Baldridge recommended that 
citizens who wish to establish a 
Neighbors UNITED group first 
attend a program training session 
and identify a manageable geo- 
graphic area of approximately 
20-25 homes. 

“It is important to include all 



neighbors in the program,” 
Baldridge said. “The best way to 
do this is for the group introduce 
themselves to everyone and ex- 
plain the purpose of the program. 
Once that is done, a place and 
time for community meetings 
can be scheduled.” 

Baldridge suggested that citi- 
zens conduct meetings at a cen- 
tral location, such as a nearby 
church, fire department, etc., to 
discuss proactive community 
building and crime reduction. 

“Neighbors UNITED is not 
intended to be a mini-militia,” 
Baldridge said. “We ask partici- 
pants to report suspicious activ- 
ity, not to endanger themselves 
on armed patrols. Please contact 
local law enforcement agencies 
to report criminal activity, as well 
as well as the UNITE tipline to 
report drug activity.” 

Judge Executive Tim Conley, 
who was in attendance, urged 
citizens to call the seldom lo- 
cally-used UNITE tipline. 

“Morgan Countians have 
called in only 92 tips to the tipline 
in the past four years,” Conley 
said. “Several counties in the re- 
gion have called in over 500 tips 
in just one year’s time. People are 
not using the tipline, even though 
it is an outstanding tool. We not 
only need to call the tipline, but 
also encourage our friends and 
neighbors to.” 

The UNITE tipline is an 
anonymous toll-free number that 
can be reached 8:30 a.m.-4 p.m. 
Monday-Friday at 1-866-424- 
4382. Information received over 
the tipline is entered into a secure 
computer database that is avail- 
able only to UNITE and HIDTA 
(High Intensity Drug Trafficking 
Area) detectives. 

Sgt. Scott Adkins, of West 
Liberty Police Department, 



shared several neighborhood 
safety tips, and recommended 
participation in WLPD’s Special 
Watch program for city residents 
who wish to have their houses 
patrolled when away from home 
for extended periods of time. 

For more information about 
the Special Watch program, call 
WLPD’s non-emergency line at 
743-4385, at which a dispatcher 
is available 24 hours per day. All 
county residents may also call 
this number to report non-life 
threatening crimes and suspi- 
cious activity, as well as water 
leaks, road blockages, etc.

Morgan County UNITE 
Chairperson Sharon Tharp said 
community involvement is the 
best way to prevent crime.

“That is the 
only way to make our communi- 
ties safer, and fortunately Opera- 
tion UNITE is here to help. If we 
become active participants and 
help each other out, together we 
can make a difference.”

Senate Race Will Be Contentious aging 140-170 people daily. This

Now that Bruce Lunsford has 
won an election, on his third try, 
is he again destined for defeat, as 
the Democratic nominee to face 
U.S. Senate Minority Leader 
Mitch McConnell? 



The easy answer is yes, con- 
sidering Kentucky Democrats’ 
resounding rejection last week of 
Sen. Barack Obama, who is all 
but certain to precede Lunsford’s 
name on the ballot. But other fac- 
tors could make the race com- 
petitive and fulfill McConnell’s 
months-ago prediction that his 
bid for a record fifth term will be 
his toughest. 

McConnell wasted no time on 
election night coining a phrase to 
describe something that does not 
exist, “the Lunsford-Obama plan 
for America,” and the next day 
added the name of Gov. Steve 
Beshear, who has a net negative 
job rating. 



Kentucky’s senior senator is 
a master at conjuring up imagi- 
nary demons with pithy phrases 
and funny attack ads, but he may 
have to dig deeper into his bag 
of tricks than ever. 

For the first time, McConnell 
faces a challenger with personal 
wealth who can not only match 
attack with attack, but hold him 
fully accountable for his record 
in the Senate. That’s why Demo- 
cratic leaders favored Lunsford 
over Greg Fischer, a less wealthy 
millionaire and political new- 
comer who won a respectable 34 
percent of the vote in a seven- 
way primary. Let’s hope Fischer 
has another campaign in him. 

Lunsford got 5 1 percent, and 
getting a majority was an impor- 
tant threshold for him. He is no- 
torious to many Democrats for 
his antics of 2003, when he sabo- 
taged Ben Chandler’s gubernato- 
rial campaign and ultimately en- 
dorsed Republican Ernie 
Fletcher. That showed in voter 
turnout for the Senate primary, 
which was 38 percent, five points 
less than in the presidential race. 

In that race, Obama’s 35-point 
loss to Hillary Clinton was bad 
news for Democrats, and even 
worse when they looked at exit 
polls revealing that most Clinton 
voters said they would not vote 
for Obama on Nov. 4. 

The reasons for those results 
were many: Obama’s race, his 
liberalism and his elitism; the 
controversial views of his former 
pastor and Kentuckians’ heavy 
churchgoing habits; his relative 
absence from the state; the fre- 
quent presence of Clintons; and 
Hillary’s emphasis on kitchen- 
table, lunch-bucket issues that 
resonate with moderate- to 
lower-income voters who have 
not been to college. Only 34 per- 
cent of the Democratic voters had 
college degrees. 

In a phone call with reporters, 
McConnell steered far away 
from answering questions about 
why Obama did so poorly. The 



closest he came was to say there 
is “a fundamental disconnect” 
between his colleague and Ken- 
tucky voters. He doesn’t want to 
get anywhere near the subject of 
race, but will certainly take ad- 
vantage of the situation. 

While the prospect of Obama 
at the top of the Democratic 
ticket is good news for Republi- 
can candidates in Kentucky, that 
is not the end of the equation. 
This state is not an island, and 
nationally the lay of the land is 
not good for Republican incum- 
bents, with President Bush’s ap- 
proval rating in the tank and four 
out of five Americans thinking 
the country is on the wrong track. 

McConnell’s early pitch about 
being one of two Kentuckians to 
be a Senate leader, designed to 
stir pride in a state that has an 
inferiority complex, could back- 
fire. As leader of the Republi- 
cans, he bears some responsibil- 
ity for the situation in Iraq and 
the overall direction of the coun- 
try. Congress has a lower ap- 
proval rating than Bush, and 
McConnell’s job rating among 
Kentuckians is not strongly posi- 
tive. McConnell likes to say that 
the election is about what lies 
before us, not what has gone on 
in the last six years, but his ef- 
fort to redirect voters’ attention 
is unlikely to have much success. 
Voters are fixated on gas prices, 
health-care costs and disappear- 
ance of good-paying jobs, and 
have concluded that the Iraq war 
was a mistake. Barring some 
major national or homeland- se- 
curity incident, their focus is 
likely to remain on those topics, 
and they will assign blame with 
their votes. 

With Bush not running, some 
will take their unhappiness out on 
the Republican Party and 
McCain. In Kentucky, where 
many voters will not find Obama 
an acceptable messenger for their 
feelings, many of registered 
Democrats (still a majority in this 
state) and even some Republi- 
cans are likely to look at the next 
line on the ballot. 



overcome his childhood polio, 
giving him his “tireless drive to 
help others.” 

McConnell, who’s weak on 
the warm and fuzzies, took pains 
to tell reporters the day after the 
primary that Fischer and “my 
friend Ben Chandler” are famil- 
iar with Lunsford’s pattern: Ev- 
ery one of his ads included an 
attack. “I’m waiting for the first 
positive ad from my opponent,” 
he said, “and we will respond 
accordingly.” 

McConnell’s invocation of 
Chandler, more than likely still 
Kentucky’s most popular politi- 
cal figure even after his pre-pri- 
mary endorsement of Obama, 
was a head- scratches Lunsford 
has told Democrats that he and 
Chandler have met and made up, 
leading some to conclude that his 
former foe would campaign for 
him. But it remains to be seen 
whether Chandler is willing to 
spend more of his political capi- 
tal, which he guards jealously, on 
a risky investment — much 
riskier than backing the candidate 
who has the best chance of being 
the next president.

A Page From Poor-House Keeper’s Bond Book 
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By W. Lynn Nickell 

The Poor-House Keeper’s 
Bond pictured above reads: 
Wheras John Mclure has this day 
been awarded the contract of 
keeping the Paupers of Morgan 
County, now legally lodged in the 
County Poor-House, and all other 
persons who may, by order of the 
County Court, hereafter be 
lodged in said county Poor- 
House, as paupers of said 
County, from the 1st day of 
March 1895 until the 1 st day of 
March 1897 at the rate of sixty 
nine dollars and 94 cents per 
year. 

Now we, John Mclure as 
principal and W. M. Kendall and 
H. C. Lacy as his surets do 
hereby covenant and agree with 
the County of Morgan that said 
John Mclure will faithfully dis- 
charge all the duties as keeper of 
said Poor-House Paupers, will 
feed and clothe them in a proper 
manner, treat them humanely, 
(written in by the clerk — furnish 
them medical aid and give them 
a decen herial) and that said John 
Mclure will take proper care of 
the Poor-house, land, fencing, 
etc, to pay for any damage done 
the same, and the said John 
Mclure with his sureties agree to 
give forty dollars and 1 cent for 
rent of Poor-House Farm, per 
year and in all things hold him- 
self amenable to the orders of 
said Court; and should he fail in 



any particular, we will pay the 
County of Morgan the sum of one 
hundred dollars. 

Witness our hands, this 1st 
day of March 1895. Signed John 
Mclure & W.M. Kendall and H. 
C. Lacy 

There was an addendum to 
this bond that read as follows: — 
(( -an d it is further a greede that 
the John Mclure is to put the up- 
per bottoms field and the hill side 
by the Shugar Camp in corn for 
the year 1895 and to hav the lot 
around the house in oats for said 
year and the said Mclure is to 
make and lay up suffiecnt new 
rails to make a good and suffi- 
cient fens e from the top of the hill 
running up the right hand side of 
the road to the upper end of the 
farm at one dollar and twenty five 
cents per hundred and twenty five 
cts for laing up the old rails and 
the commitie reserves the right 
to sell the Farm and give posses- 
sion the first of March 1886. 

Witness our hand this Aprile 
the 2 nd 1895 ( John x his sign) 
Mclure H. C. Lacy 

W. M. Kendall, Sanford 
Davis-Clerk” 

The Morgan County Poor 
House was located on Wells Hill. 
According to the Poor-House 
Keeper’s Bond book in the 
County Clerk’s office it existed 
from 1895 until 1941. The Poor- 
House was funded by the county 
to take care of paupers that had 



no place to go or didn’t have any- 
one to take care of them. In talk- 
ing to people that can remember 
the Poor-House, (of which there 
are only a few today), it had 
about ten rooms and was a two 
story house. There weren’t more 
than five or six that stayed in the 
facility at a time although they 
could keep about ten. I have 
never seen a picture of the Poor- 
House but remember it, and see- 
ing people sitting on the front 
porch when I was a boy “going 
after Luther Blair’s cow, which 
was pastured on his farm just 
below the Poor-House. The 
house was located at the junction 
of a road from the Licking River 
ford, (just below Old Mill Park) 
across the river to the top of Wells 
Hill where the Miles Nickell/ 
Andy Walter house is located to- 
day. Luther Blair’s farm and 
rental house were located where 
the West Liberty Nursing and 
Rehab Center is today. Renters in 
the house at various times were, 
Nettie Keeton, a widow with 
children, and the Wiley Ferguson 
family. Just down the road was 
the Calvin Thomas house. The 
back side of the Blair farm must 
have extended somewhere in the 
neighborhood of the Poor-House. 
As well as I can remember I 
didn’t go far to the pasture after 
reaching the top of the bank on 
Wells Hill, so there must have 
been a “gap” there to take the 
cow and a “gap” about where the 
Nursing Home is today to take 
her from the pasture if she was 
on that side of the farm. 

I have included records from 
the bond book with this article. 
Through the years some of the 
committee members are listed, 
the amount of the bond, and the 
person’s signature that signed the 
bond. Usually the bonds ranged 
from $100.00 to $500.00. In 
1895-97, John McClure was to 
receive $69.94 per year for each 
pauper, paid semi-annually and 
he was to pay the county $40.01 
rent per year for the county farm. 
Listed below are the keepers of 
the Poor-House taken from the 
bond book. 



There evidently was a com- 
mittee appointed by the court or 
the judge to oversee the poor 
house. The committee in 1898 
was Judge W. G. Blair, G. W. 
Goud and T. H. Testerman. In 
1902, it was Alex Whitaker and 
T.H. Testerman 

According to Lorene Wells 
Wilson, daughter of Claude and 
Will Edith Wells, “The Poor- 
House was a large frame house 
with a porch on the front. As a 
young girl, Lorene had a girl 
friend who was related to Belle 
Elam who was taking care of the 
Poor-House at the time. (Ed and 
Belle Elam took care of the Poor- 
House at various times. They 
were parents of Carl Elam.) 
Lorene said she visited her friend 
at the poor-house numerous 
times and, “It seemed like any 
other house to her.” Each of the 
people that stayed in the Poor- 
House had their own room. 

Mary Evans took care of the 
Poor-House one year and her two 
daughters, Opsie and Olive, had 
their own room. Opsie and her 
sister Olive worked in town, but 
the last few months Mary took 
care of the Poor-House they 
stayed home and helped her, be- 
cause it was too much work for 
one person to do. Opsie Evans 
told me, “The people that stayed 
in the Poor-House, when her 
mother ran it, lived in the back 
of the house and some up- stairs. 
We carried their meals to each of 
their rooms and we also helped 
raise the garden and cook their 
meals”. 

I have not been able to ascer- 
tain if the Poor-House was built 
by the county or was an older 
house purchased by the county. 
Kederick Caskey seemed to think 
it may have belonged to Ed and 
Belle Elam. I would tend to think 
he is right and the county pur- 
chased it in the 1890’s although 
I have found no record of that. 

It was the duty of the Poor- 
House keeper to tend the three 
acre farm where the poor house 
was located. At that time there 
was only a lane in front of the 
house and a couple of fields

across the lane to be tended. 
Some times the Poor-House 
Committee would specify what 
the keeper was to grow on the 
farm. 

The Poor-House was in exist- 
ence before there were federal 
programs to take care of the poor 
such as the commodity program 
or welfare programs. It was nec- 
essary for the keeper to raise and 
harvest what they could from the 
three acres to help provide food 
throughout the winter months. In 
the summer they probably ate 
pretty well but during the winter 
months “pickings were pretty 
slim”. I have heard Bill Carter tell 
the story about an elderly resi- 
dent of the Poor-House that 
came to town every day and he 
would ask him, “Uncle Hage, 
how are things at the Poor-House 
today,” and he would answer, 
“Good; today we got a full spoon 
of coffee in the pot” ! 

Over the years I have heard 
older residences of Wells Hill 
talk about the pauper graves lo- 
cated just down the hill beyond 
the Neal Valley Cemetery fence. 
It was the duty of those in charge 
of the Poor-House, not only to 
see to their charges’ needs but in 
case of death, “to give them a 
descent burial.” Most of the resi- 
dents had no family so the only 
grave markers were just field 
stones that have long ago disap- 
peared. 

In those days, there were the 
usual jokes among young people 
when they didn’t have any 
money, such as; “ They didn’t 
have enough money to get in the 
Poor-House — or I’ll pay you 
what I owe you when my rich 
uncle gets out of the poor- 
house!” 

Can you imagine at the turn 
of the last century how difficult 
it was for paupers to exist who 
didn’t have a family or a place to 
stay, let alone anything to eat. 
The Poor-House provided a great 
service for those in need in the 
county until the commodity pro- 
gram came along. This program 
involved the distribution of free 
surplus food to indigent families. 

In the early days of the com- 
modity program one of the favor- 
ite stories that came out of that 
era referred to a lady who got a 
bag full of grapefruit. She had 
never heard of or seen a grape- 
fruit and told her neighbor she 
“thro wed ‘em away” because she 
had “baked ‘em, boiled ‘em and 
fried ‘em and they still don’t taste 
like nothin.” Grapefruit evi- 
dently wasn’t a very popular 
commodity item! In the early 
days it was quite common to see 
grapefruit discarded along road 
sides after commodities were 
handed out. A 1936 article in the 
LVC trying to promote the value 
of grapefruit for the family read: 
“It (grapefruit) not only has 
brought happiness to the poor 
unfortunate children, but it has 
served as a nourishing and 
healthy food for the entire fam- 
ily. While it is true that some of 
our people have not yet learned 



the value of grapefruit, we will 
say that thru this program at least 
75 percent of the most unfortu- 
nate people in our county have 
become educated to the fact that 
the commodity is a tasty and de- 
licious fruit. 

Commodity cheese was one 
of the favorite items distributed 
by the government. It was a 
“hot” item for the indigent and 
non-indigent! Not too many 
years ago, Ethel Phillips took 
some commodity cheese to her 
daughter in Lexington. Her 
grandson came home from 
school with a boy friend and 
wanted something to eat. Ethel 
told him she brought him some 
of that good cheese from home. 
After making the boys a sand- 
wich, the young boy remarked 
how good the cheese was. 
Ethel’s grandson told him it was 
“commodity cheese” — The 
young boy said he had never 
heard of that kind!! Ethel said 
she just knew that young boy 
would go home and tell his par- 
ents about the good commodity 
cheese he had eaten at Duffy’s ! !” 
It is my understanding that 
each county had a Poor-House. 
Our Poor-House is nothing more 
than a vague memory of my gen- 
eration, but it is a memory that 
needs to be preserved.

Journalists from around the 
world continue to write about 
Barack Obama’s “Appalachian 
problem,” based on his single- 
digit percentages in some Central 
Appalachian counties and exit 
polls showing that more than a 
fifth of white Democratic voters 
in Kentucky and West Virginia 
said race was important to their 
vote and more than four-fifths of 
those voters supported Clinton. 

Paul Harris, writing in “The 
Observer” column in The Guard- 
ian, a major British newspaper, 
reports from Williamson, W. Va., 
on the Kentucky border, and 
nearby Pikeville, Ky. He quotes 
Johnny Telvor of Williamson as 
saying Obama would make 
slaves of white people, and 
Stanley Little of Pikeville as say- 
ing he will vote Republican be- 
cause “‘McCain is one of us. 
Obama ain’t.” 

Such stories imply that race 
was the main reason Obama lost 
the two main states of Central 
Appalachia. They ignore the fact 
that he made only one campaign 
stop in each of them, that Hillary 
Clinton’s lunch-bucket speeches 
spoke more to local needs than 
Obama’s high-flown rhetoric, 
and that the Clintons had strong 
followings in both states while 
Obama was not well known. As 
I said in my fortnightly column 
in The Courier-Journal yesterday, 
if Obama asked one of the black 
mayors of overwhelmingly white 
towns in Kentucky, “They might 
tell him that when folks know 
you, they’re willing to vote for 
you. When you’re a silhouette or 
a cartoon, they’re not even listen- 



ing.” 

Still, Harris and Emory 
University’s Andra Gillespie, 
whom he calls “an expert on ra- 
cial politics,” make an interest- 
ing argument, that Appalachians 
are just being more honest about 
race than most other Americans. 
“The difficult truth is that Appa- 
lachia is unusual mostly because 
many people here are willing to 
openly talk about what some of 
their fellow citizens are secretly 
thinking,” Harris writes, citing 
the exit polls of Edison Mitofsky 
Research. “West Virginia and 
Kentucky were just more honest 
than other parts of the country,” 
Gillespie tells him. “A lot of other 
people know it’s not socially ac- 
ceptable to mention that sort of 
thing.” 

Harris calls Appalachian “An- 
other America,” and paints with 
the usual broad brush: “This is the 
America where outrageous 
rumours that Obama is a Muslim 
are readily believed. It is the 
America where Telvor is able to 
voice a sentiment that ‘Obama 
might actually be the Antichrist’ 
without apparent irony or fear of 
contradiction. It is a slice of 
America trapped in the dreadful 
history of race relations and the 
legacy of slavery and segrega- 
tion. On the streets of towns such 
as Pikeville and Williamson, and 
in the minds of people like Little 
and Telvor, that past lives on. It 
is kept in the present by poverty, 
joblessness and a fear of the dif- 
ferent. It is also a powerful force 
that should not be underesti- 
mated. It could even decide who 
will be the next President.”

HOME GETS A NEW FACE LIFT 



MSU pgm. offering 
free ultrasounds for 
expectant mothers 

MOREHEAD, Ky.— The De- 
partment of Imaging Sciences’ 
Diagnostic Medical Sonography 
Program at Morehead State Uni- 
versity will offer free, two-di- 
mensional fetal ultrasounds to 
expectant mothers this summer 
and fall. 

The ultrasound examinations 
will be performed by appoint- 
ment only on the fourth floor of 
Reed Hall in the University’s 
sonography lab during Summer 
II and Fall semesters. 

The scans are performed by 
senior level students who will be 
directly supervised by associate 
professor Marcia Cooper. She is 
certified in obstetrics and gyne- 
cology by the American Regis- 
try of Diagnostic Medical 
Sonographers. The fetal ultra- 
sound scans provide students the 
experience they need for enter- 
ing into the sonography 
workforce. 

All volunteers will be asked 
to sign a consent form stating 
that the scans are “non-diagnos- 
tic” and are performed for edu- 
cational purposes only. Partici- 
pants are asked to bring a towel 
and a VHS tape or DVD to 
record the images, if desired.

PAINTS SVILLE, Ky.—

The request was 
granted. The Houseworks pro- 
gram will match up to $10,000 
for qualifying repairs, when 
funds are available. 

One side of their house was 
constructed of concrete block 
and the overhang was deterio- 
rated. They were able to get sid- 
ing, overhang repairs and gutters 
for their home. 

Also, bathroom repairs were 
completed, including a new sink,

New Equine Health Education Center at 
MSU will benefit students, horse owners

MOREHEAD, Ky.— 
Morehead State University offi- 
cially opened its new and unique 
Equine Health Education Center 
with a ribboncutting ceremony 
June 5 at the Derrickson Agricul- 
tural Complex on Ky. 377 north 
of Morehead. 

“This state-of-the-art surgical 
and medical treatment facility for 
horses will greatly benefit our 
veterinary technology, equine 
science and animal science stu- 
dents as well as regional horse 
owners,” said MSU President 
Wayne D. Andrews. “It is a ma- 
jor enhancement of our efforts to 
support the equine industry in 
Kentucky.” 

Built at a cost of $88 1 ,000, the 
facility was financed with a 
$550,000 grant from the Ken- 
tucky Equine Trust and additional 
funds from the Kentucky Depart- 
ment of Agriculture and 
MSU. The grant application was 
developed by Dr. Judy Willard, 
associate professor of agriculture, 
and Dr. Philip Prater, associate 
professor of veterinary technol- 
ogy* 

The 6,000 square foot build- 
ing will be dedicated to the train- 



ing of students in modern equine 
veterinary technology, including 
ultrasound, fiber optic endos- 
copy, surgery, advanced repro- 
ductive techniques, intensive care 



management and digital radiol- 
ogy. 

“We are very proud of the fact 
that we have the only dedicated 
equine medical and surgical fa- 
cility in the nation that is associ- 
ated with a stand-alone veterinary 
technology program,” said Dr. 
Gerald DeMoss, dean of MSU’s 
College of Science and 
Technology. “Adding this facility 
to our livestock and other teach- 
ing resources at the agricultural 
complex will have a very positive 
impact on our students in all ani- 
mal science programs.” 

The facility also is expected to 
help achieve other goals of 
MSU’s animal-related instruc- 
tional efforts. Dr. Prater, who 
works primarily with horses and 
other large animals, is excited 
about what the new Equine 
Health Education Center will do 
to strengthen MSU’s efforts in 
equine veterinary technology, in- 
cluding the possible addition of a 
specialty certification in that field 
of study. 

“It is clear that training addi- 
tional veterinary technicians must 
be part of the solution to the 
growing shortage of veterinarians 



Dr. Prater is hopeful that 
MSU’s new facility will result in 
the vet tech program becoming 
even more attractive to highly- 
qualified students. 

“We already have one of the 
top programs in the country and 



this will make us even stronger,” 
he added. “Our students are be- 
ing prepared to move directly into 
positions in the most sophisti- 
cated veterinary clinics in this 
country.” 

Dr. Prater predicts that the new 
center also will be very helpful 
to private veterinary medical pri- 
vate practitioners in East Ken- 
tucky. 

“The lives of very valuable 



and loved horses will be saved be- 
cause this facility will be so much 
closer when timely, critical care 
is needed,” he added.
